coal supplies, reported that they w ere getting regular shipm ents 
from Ohio mines, some only 60 miles away. Both said they are get­ 
ting rail shipm ents of K entucky and W est Virginia coal 
One of the coal yards said it had a stockpile on hand w hich would 
See it through even a prolonged cold spell here. The other yard said 
it had a “fair” supply on hand and m ight be hard pressed to meet 
dem ands should the cold wave continue for a long period.

Today— At I P. M. 
President 
Truman stands before Congress to 
deliver his “ State of The Union” 
message. 
Friday— He sends Congress his 
economic report on the nation. 
Monday— He sends Congress his 
budget message. 
It’s that way every year. Until 
after Monday Congress w ill spend 
most of its time praising or criti­ 
cizing the messages. 
The Democrats, mostly, w ill do 
the praising. 
The 
Republicans, 
mostly, w ill do the criticizing. 
This would be unusual only if 
it didn’t happen that way. Now 
take the three messages: 
State of The Union— Mr. 
Tru­ 
man w ill tell Congress the kind of 
program 
he thinks it 
ought to 
pass into law in 1950.

This is the unfinished part of 
the program which Mr. Truman 
asked Congress to pass in 1949. 
Congress may pass some of it, 
certainly not all. 
But this is an election year for 
most of Congress, fn November. 
What it does and what it fails to 
do w ill be political ammuntion 
then. 
You can call the shots now: 
1. The Trumanites w ill blame 
the Republicans for failures and 
ask the voters to send back an 
even stronger 
Democratic Con­ 
gress. 
2. The Republicans w ill jeer 
that the Democrats 
control Con­ 
gress now and 
wouldn’t put the 
program into effect, or they’ll say 
the Democrats are trying to go too 
far too fast or are trying to bring 
about socialism or something else. 
A ll this cross-fire between now 
and election time w ill only add 
to the voters’ confusion, which is 
to be expected. 
The 
Economic 
Message— Mr. 
Truman undoubtedly w ill say the 
nation is doing fine, must be kept 
that way, should try to do better. 
He’ll be on the side of higher 
employment, 
business 
profits, 
good wages. 
But if he talks 
about boosting 
taxes to take care of government 
expenses, Democrats and Republi­ 
cans alike w ill scream. 
Since this is an election year, if 
they favored higher taxes they’d 
be as popular back home as poison 
ivy. 
Budget Message— Mr. 
Truman 
w ill go into details about the cost 
of running the government anoth­ 
er year. 
This budget message is always

If the 20th century is to make any lasting 
contribution to world civilization, it must 
come about as the direct result of coopera­ 
tive efforts to build a greater understanding 
among people. 
Peace on Earth has been an ideal impos­ 
sible of attainment in previous eras of world 
development because of the inevitable ten­ 
sions arising among nations and peoples by 
reasons of economic differences. Eliminate 
this basic cause of jealousy and rivalries, 
and the dream is no longer impracticable. 
The first half of the 20th century has wit­ 


nessed the most remarkable 
advances in 
world history in the realm of material con­ 
tributions to human advancement. May the 
second half give birth to similiar gains in the 
vaster area of the human spirit.

Atomic energy has become the Number I 
bugaboo of the world’s statesmen. They are 
almost frightened to death at every mention 
of the subject. Something ought to be done 
to alleviate their fears and clear the atmos­ 
phere.

Atomic Energy Commission within the next 
few 
weeks, 
the issue

of 
greatest moment to our own people. We 
should understand much more than we do 
about the whole question. 
To date, our government has tended to 
aet as It it could prevent everyone from 
learning the major secrets of atomic fission. 
We know that this is impossible. Too many 
scientists from too many diverse countries 
were parties to the research, the experi­ 
mentation, and the actual construction of 
the devices utilized in splitting the atom to 
make this even remotely possible. We have 
evidence of the atomic bomb in Russia, in 
Britain, and in our own country. Scientists 
all over the world are members of inter­ 
national bodies which for generations have 
encouraged the free exchange of informa­ 
tion. They know the secrets which we are 
pretending to cherish for ourselves alone. 
Once we admit this fundamental fact, the 
need for sound control of atomic energy be­ 
comes manifest. In 1950 we must make real 
progress towards ending the confusion on 
atomic energy. We must take the lead in 
this as in every other vital matter of inter­ 
national importance.

A YEAR'S work w ith aureom y­ 
cin, m ost recent of th e wonder 
drugs, stam ps this golden-yellow 
germ -klller as one of the m ost 
valuable of th e so-called an tib i­ 
otics. 
Aureomycin not only attack s 
a wider variety of diseases th a n 
eith er penicillin or streptom ycin 
but, unlike these rem edies, it is 
effective w hen tak en by m outh. 
Recently, for Instance, it has 
been found effective w hen given 
in this way ag ain st am ebic dy­ 
sentery, a disorder w hich penicil­ 
lin will not help. ThLs disease 
is caused by a parasite known 
as the am eba, w hich invades the 
intestines to bring about such 
sym ptom s as d iarrh ea, loss of 
w eight and stren g th and, in some 
cases, abscesses of th e liver. W ith 
aureom ycin, th e sym ptom s ra p ­ 
idly disappear and, w ithin a few 
days, th e p arasites can no longer 
be found In th e bowel m ove­ 
m ents. 
Not as Effective 
Aureomycin h as also been em ­ 
ployed In the tre a tm e n t of cases 
of acute syphilis, and th e results 
obtained were like those which 
m ay be expected w ith penicillin. 
Aureomycin is not as effective in 
treatin g gonorrhea as penicillin. 
In 
pneum onia 
produced 
by 
th e pneum ococcus, aureom ycin 
brought about cures w ith the 
sam e speed as penicillin. 
On th e o th er hand, aureom y­ 
cin, unlike penicillin and strep to ­ 
mycin, has been found p articu ­ 
larly effective In th e treatm en t 
of u n d u lan t fever or brucellosis. 
T his condition is caused by a 


germ which often gets Into th e 
body from unpasteurized milk. 
W ith th e aureom ycin, the fever 
in a group of such patien ts stu d ­ 
ied, 
disappeared 
rapidly, 
and 
th e o th er sym ptom s cleared up. 
M any of these patien ts had had 
th e condition for a num ber of 
m onths and some were chronic­ 
ally 111.

Changes During Half A Century 
By George E. Sokolsky

In 
1900, nationalism was an 
unquested concept in Am erican 
life. A man either was an A m er­ 
ican or a foreigner. Americans 
believed in the constitution of 
the United S ta te s the inviola­ 
bility of its flag, that the United 
States 
was 
die 
g r e a t e st and 
grandest country 
Ion 
E arth. This 
was God’s own 
country. 
The p e o p l e 
had only recent­ 
ly 
experienced 
the Spanish-A - 
m eriean War, an 
im perialist effort 
indicating 
n a­ 
tionalistic 
m aturity, and more 
enthuses rn was generated than 
during World W ar II. The return 
of Adm iral Dewey stirred the en­ 
thusiasm and im agination of the 
whole American people. 
Then came the various episodes 
in relation to the building of the 
Panam a Canal which a'rain gave 
to our people a wholesome sense 
of well-being. 
Theodore Roosevelt was a na­ 
tionalist. He was of the very 
earth of America. His outlook 
on life was A m erican, from his 
New York origin to his early 
manhood in the open plains of 
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the west, His "Rough R iders” 
w ere more typical of American 
free-landing than the best or­ 
ganized division of an arm y. And 
w hile he was regarded as a peace 
president and won a Nobe Prize 
for his peaceful endeavors, he 
placed his country 
before 
all 
cl*®— and said so. He may have 
reflected the mood of his times, 
but Teddy, as he was lovingly 
called, 
was no reflector: 
his 
nature was to push ahead. 
Theodore Roosevelt had the ad­ 
vantage of having in his cabinet 
tw o of the last of our great sec­ 
retaries of state, John Hay and 
Elihu Root. With the possible ex­ 
ception of C harles E. Hughes in 
the H arding and Coolidge adm in- 
i. nations, subsequent presidents 
w ere weakly served by their sec­ 
retaries of state, and in the F ran k ­ 
lin D. Roosevelt adm inistration 
that office degenerated into a 
reprository of presidential whim 
inexpertly serviced. 
Peace movements in the early 
year* of the tw entieth century 
w ere designed principally for the 
establishm ent of international law 
as binding upon 
all 
countries 
aud for some type of juridical 
determ ination of the problem s a- 
rising among nations. The Hague 
T ribunal was well regarded among 
nations. In Europe, there was a 
balance of power which 
held 
until the Agadir A ffair (1911) 
w hen it appeared as though the 
rising pow er of G erm any might 
explode 
into war. The Nobel 
Peace Ibices (P P) stim ulated 
interest in peace and there were 
m any organizations among the 
people that fostered various con­ 
cepts for better relations among 
nations. 
However, peace movem ents did 
not lessen nationalistic sen ti­ 
m ents, and although m any Europ­ 
ean countries m aintained in the 
United States “hands-across-the- 
seas” organization*, none of them 
accom plished 
more than 
lo*1-. 


speeches on im portant occasions. 
The BritiBh w ere influential in 
the state departm ent but enjoy­ 
ed no mass following and w ere 
not as favored as the French or 
the Germans: the latter, particu­ 
larly in the m iddle west. A m eri­ 
cans of Irish origin were, of 
course, especially anti-B ritish. 
It was not until the advent 
of World W ar I that the concept 
of a more or less “one w orld” ap ­ 
peared in public opinion. The 
league to enforce peace, presided 
over by W illiam H oward Taft, 
was undoubtedly a 
forerunner 
of the ideas of W oodrow Wilson 
for a league of nations, a parli­ 
am ent of states. 
Woodrow Wilson was an in­ 
tense nationalist, who, while he 
sought a world body to curb w ar 
and the processes that lead to 
war, so thoroughly believed in 
the right of a people to govern 
them selves w ithin the term s of 
their own national traditions that 
he m ade that the central con­ 
cept of his Fourteen Points which 
gave World W ar I its goal and 
he actually helped to found a 
group of strongly nationalistic 
republics in Europe. 
W ilson’s 
excesses kept 
this 
country out of the league of na­ 
tions and laid the foundation 
for W orld W ar II. It was in that 
w ar that the United States d e­ 
parted altogether from traditional 
nationalism . So complicated did 
our world partnership become that 
it led to the vicious and dam ag­ 
ing decisions at T eheran and Y al­ 
ta. decisions se c re tly arrived at, 
defying public opinion which was 
beguiled by 
actual falsehoods. 
W orld W ar II was conducted to 
minim ize nationalism , even to 
minimize the im portance of the 
United States as a nation. So. 
general was this attitude th at it 
was relayed to our troops by our 
governm ent. In the United N a­ 
tions, it was hoped that national- 
"•jld Le dissolved.

It is 
understood the state de­
